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THE HIGHWAY PROGRAM 

Almost a year has passed since congress 
voted tha Z7,5-bllllon-doIIar highway pro- 
gram designed to give the country a AI.OOO- 
mlle network ot superhlghw(Ly.v It's a good 
time to see what's been accomplished. 

By the height of the summer tourist season 
only soma 200 miles of this, nationwide web 
■win have been laid down. But thereafter 
things are expected to pick up gradually- 
according to plan. 

The goal for 1961, four years from now, Is 
S,QOO mllea. The icmalnInK four-fifths ot the 
network will be built over an additional 12- 
ycar period. 

Sixteen years Is a long time, especially 
when we Itnow that the U.s. population, and 
with It the traffic volume, will be rising at « 
steep rate In thU Interval. 

We can hope that when the Rronl system Is 
finished It wUl still be adequate for the load 
It must bear. But we cannot help but have 
mUglvlngs, for loo many super-roads have 
bten built only to saddled with a conRe.<t- 
tlon that mtikes them seem Instantly out of 
date. 

Already the highway planners have been 
hit by rising labor and material costs, and 
obviously btgger advances In^hese Items can 
be expected over the years. The 37.S-bllllon- 
dollar figure plainly li nothing mora than a 
guldepost to the ultimate cost ot this vital 
network. 

Meantime, as the 133-mlle Massachusetts 
tumptlce opeits to add one of the lost major 
links to the U.S. toll road system, the nation's 
motorists can be grateful It has these superb 
roadways to ride upon. They do not cover the 
niitlon, but they ease the trnKIc flow In .^omp 
ot the country's most crowded arciw. They're 
worth what you have to pay. at the toll gate.
